Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 9, 10, 34 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 9, 
10, 34 and 35 are allowable over the prior art because Claim 1 sets forth a planar light 
source system with a point-shaped light source, a light guide and a light deflecting 
device above the light guide with many arc-shaped elongated lenses formed parallel to 
each other on at least one surface of the light deflecting device so as to surround the 
light source with the corner of the light guide notched to receive the light source. This 
combination of limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior art.
